Here the stage roads 
from Chicago by Napersville, from Otta­ 
wa by Troy Grove, and from Peoria by 
Windsor and Princeton, all concentrate 
and pass on to Galena. 
Rock River here j 
is two hundred and six y ards wide and is 
crossed by a rope ferry -boat.

It was only fair, therefore, 
that the Irish members should give the gov­ 
ernment time for the incubation of these 
projects, instead of protracting the business 
in hand by the discussion of details and the 
constant repetition of every imaginable griev­ 
ance. 
Hicks-Beach also complained of constant re­ 
iteration on the part of the Irish members on 
the subjects under debate, with the evident 
purpose of delay ing business. 
Clancy said that no one had asked the gov­ 
ernment to complete hastily , or to complete 
at all, for that m atter, any proposals for a 
local government board in Ireland.

The serpent haunts 
the locality known as the Dismal Swamp to 
the northeast of South Bridge, which is im­ 
passible.

'MID SOAP AND STARCH. 


WASHI NG AND 
I RONI NG CLOTHES 
BY MECHANI CAL MEANS. 


Im prov em ent! In Lanndry Work During 
the Last Twenty Year» —Seml-SufTocH- 
tion In the Wash Koom—W hirling In 
Cy linders—Centrifugal Power—Polish. 


There is an expression current that the na­ 
tions using the most j^rfuinery use the least 
soap. Carrying out 
\ tis inference to indi­ 
v iduals would b e, perhaps, going too far, tut 
there may b e something in the soap question 
when applied to laundry work that will b e 
of interest without b eing personal. 
The 
growth of improv ement* in methods of 
laundrying during the last twenty years has 
b een marked. Indeed, it is the opinion of 
some that the real laundry work proper dates 
from ab out ten years ago. Supj>osing all are 
familiar—at least b y ob serv ation, if not b y 
experience*—with the wash day appliances of 
the kitchen, let us take a look into one of 
thest* modem laundries, and seo what a 
marked change there i* in methods, if not in 
results. 
On entering the wash room u sense of semi- 
suffocation comes to the newcomer, due to the 
great change in the atmosphere from the 
dryer air without, though this soon passes 
away. The clothes as they come in soiled are 
taken from the package*, carefully marked 
and then separated and put to whirling in 
immense wood-lined cylinders, which are 
kept rev olv ing first in one direction, then in 
another. These cylinders are supplied with 
soap, and the clothes are cleansed b y the 
mov ement b ack and forth. From one of 
these cylinders the clothes are changed to a 
similar one full of foaming soap suds, and 
then to the wringer, or more properly, “ex­ 
tractor . ” This consists of a hollow v nt or 
tub of metal, the sides of which ore punc­ 
tured with holes, the whole b eing on a piv ot 
and placed inside of another tub or case. 
CENTRIFUGAL POWEa 
The wet clothes are dumped into this re­ 
ceptacle and it is sot to whirling at tho rate 
of L300 rev olutions a minute. The centrifugal 
power thus generated « end« the water flying 
out of the clothes and nloely fits them for the 
drying process. 
This latter consists of long 
b are on rollers, which are Oiled with clothes 
and mil into a place supplied with many 
steam coils that giv e rapid and thorough dry­ 
ing. When the water has disappeared, out 
come the garments and they b egin their iron­ 
ing journey. The smaller articles, like hand­ 
kerchiefs, are put b etween clb th cov ered 
eylindere—-all the machinery practically b e- 
ing run b y steam—and the collars and cuffs 
are sub jected to high polishing pressure. The 
starching is done in a cylinder similar in con­ 
struction to the washers, though smaller. 
The shirt front» —and what man doesn’t like 
a shining one whether it’s seen or not?—ore 
not sub jected to the old fashioned, hand-iron­ 
ing process, b ut are stretched upon a flat iron 
ab out two feet long b y one wide, slightly 
b ev eled and cov ered with cloth, and then, b y 
aid of a lev er, tho shirt is raised up on the 
iron until it reaches and is run ov er b v a 
slowly rev olv ing cylinder, heated b y gas’ on 
its inside. Tho result is a b eautiful gloss. 
Care has to b e taken, howev er, to keep 
ev erything mov ing just right, as the roller 
is kept so hot it would easily b urn the shirt 
front if left upon it any length of time. Tho 
collars come out of the cylinders polished 
properly and then, in cast' it is a ‘‘turndow n,” 
a neat little machine runs a moistened roller 
along where tho b end is to b e, and thus, if 
proper care is exercised, the collar is b ent to 
shape and is not cracked Starch and paper 
are two supplies much used, and the former

Women will suffer a great deal 
of agony for the sake of b eauty, and a girl 
knows that a charming dimple will add ten 
times to her attractiv eness and will also b e a 
lasting b eauty if it is only rightly made. ” 


DIMPLES TO ORDER. 
Just then a timid knock wns heard on the 
door, and in walked a damsel of 20, tjeau- 
tiful as Venus, with four or fiv e of the lov eli­ 
est dimples showing in her round cheeks and 
chin as she smiled prettily at the maker of 
tlu'se charms. Surely she had not come for 
artificial dimples. 
“I wanted to show you how w*ell the dim­ 
ples were getting on,” she said, in a low tone. 
“You see. at first I thought that they could 
not possib ly amount to anything—they were 
so sore and looked so disagreeab le, b ut now I 
think they are lov ely,” and she rmiled at her 
own reflection in a large mirror opposite, and 
then smiled again with delight as the dimples 
came. 
The dimple maker made a carpful examina­ 
tion of the little dimples, and after paying a 
b ill of § 100 cash the young lady departed. 
“How much do you charge to make a dim­ 
ple f ’ was asked. 
“Well, that depends greatly on the person, 
whether the skin is tough and hard, and other 
accident« . My lowest charge for a single dim­ 
ple is § 13, b ut when I make sev eral on one 
face tho b ill is of course somewhat reduced. 
It takes ab out two weeks to make a proper 
dimple. First I must get the cuticle in proper 
condition; then the operation, remov ing a 
part of tho flash and putting b ack the skin is 
accomplished, and that is of course tho most 
diflicult part of tho procesa. Ab out ten days 
are required to completely heal tho dimple, 
and during that timo the patient must b e 
v ery careful not to smile at all or the dimple 
may Ik? entirely ruined. 
“What kind of people come to me to hav e 
dimples nyidcP 
“Ev ery kind, aflhost, although j'ou would 
not think so. I had a lady of 45 here yester­ 
day, and she gav e me on order for two dim­ 
ples, one in tho chin and one in her left 
cheek. Hho expects, I rather think, that they 
’t' dl aid her matrimonial prospects. Then I 
had a nurse maid lost week who paid me § 15 
for a handsome dimple in her left cheek. The 
majority of my patients are, howev er, young 
girls who consider themselv es handsome, b ut 
not b ewitching enough.” 
ARTIFICIAL EYELASHES. 
The reporter noticed sev eral b oxes filled 
with short curls of hair, some jet b lack and 
others a golden brown. 
“ I get that hair from the barber shops,” he 
said in answer to an inquiry . “ It comes from 
tho curly pate of some y oung fellow and i s 
then used by mo to make long curling lashes 
on some fair maiden.” 
It may not be ami— to suppose that a 
y oung lady might be wearing her lov er’s hair 
for ey elashes, and he be none the wiser 
Making long ey elashes is a much more deli­ 
cate and dangerous operation than making o 
dimpla “ I seldom disturb the under lid ” 
said the little man, “ because it is opt to in­ 
jure the ey a Flret I remov e the old eye- 
toshes one by one, and as each one comes out 
I put in its place a long curling one; then 
when they are all in I trim them off ev enlv 
and put a little v aseline about the edges 
If 
the lashes are not there at all I hav e to punc­ 
ture little holes in the lid to insert new one« 
and t bm the operation is far more painful 
and requires greater skill” 
As the reporter rose to take leav e a y oung 
lady of handsome appearance entered the 
room. She had auburn hair, a snowy com­ 
plex ion, and would hav e been b eautiful b ut 
that her blue ey es were shaded by lashes al­ 
most white.
